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Town Is Now 
Very Busy Place 


Right now Gleichen is one af tte! 


busiest towns in the country and the 
population must be up a couple of 
hundred. The cause of it all is the 
gravelling of the ‘Trans Canada High- 
way in prepartion to putting on the 
black top. 
red big gravel trucks in town. Many 
of the owners of these trucks brought 
along trailers “to live in with their 
wives and families. At the present 
time there are three encampments of 
trailers, One in the west end of the 
town another at the skating rink and 
the third largest and fastest growing 
is located just to the east of Bob 
Blick’s residence. In ti:ese different 
places the town has made available 
a water supply. A number of the 
trailers are fitted with electric lights. 
Every day several outfits pull into 
get located and the next day set to 
work hauling gravel. ‘The stores and 
business places are very busy and 
some are talking of taking on ad- 
ditional help to serve the increasing 
population. 

At the river some eight or so miles 
souti: and west of Gleichen are three 
giant piles of crushed gravel Each of 
these gravel piles covered an area of 
an acre or more and were between 
thirty and forty feet high. This grav- 
e) was crushed during last winter and 
spring. Here there are four loaders 
at work loading the trucks as they 
come. The trucks t'.en drive unto a 
scale and are weighted and checked 
out and where the gravel is dumped 
‘it is checked again. The gravel 
is taken north, through town, and 
dumped where required on the higi- 
way then spread over the road by 
graders and rolled into the ground 
by heavy rollers, ; 

‘With all these trucks on the move 
through town it is up to all to be 
careful in crossing the road. ‘True 
the drivers go slowly through town 
and no fault can be found with them, 

In order to keep down the dust 
from the passing trucks the Standard 
Grayel Company has oiled the road 
through town and at one or two other 
places near residences on the Indian 
Reserve, 

The wear and tear on the trucks 
is terrific. From 5 to 10 trucks every 
day are undergoing repairs of some 
kind. It is stated that tiere will 
be 150 trucks on the job and always 
there will be about 25 of them laid 
up for some reason or other. 

To further add to the population of 
the town a construction company is 
bringing some 60 men to-gravel the 
railway. \ 


YOUR OWN LAWN 

There are people who are enxious 
to put in a lawn but are reluctant to 
tackle the job because they do not 
know enough about the various steps 
it takes to make a good lawn. It 
must be realized that all of the de- 
tails involved in making a good lown 
cannot be dealt with in this brigf 
article but some of the highlights of 
lawn making experiences of the ex- 
perimental station may be of as- 
sistance. 

The basic need of a good lawn is 
@ good soil. A useful guide for de- 
termining the grade is to have a very 
gentle slope away from the house and 
to i:ave top soil level almost as high 
as the street sidewalk. Once tie grade 
hes been established the soil should 
be raked and rolled until a firm 
powdery seed bed is obtained, 

“For the average lawn a mixture 
of seed is recommended consisting of 
three parts by weight of Kentucky 
Blue Grass to one square foot of lawn 
surface, Where White Dutch clover 
fe desired add one ounce to five 
pounds of grass seed. For a fine 
lawn that responds tga great deal of 
attention use Kentucky Blue Grass

All flock 
owners are urged’ to watch their 
focks carefuly and report any, un- 
usual condition to the nearest health 
of animals official, Leaflets describ- 
ing Newcastle Disease are available 
from district agriculturists or from 
the poultry branch, To prevent 
spread of the disease the Acting Poul- 
try Commissioner for the Alberta D’e- 
partment of Agriculture suggests 
that you refrain from visiting your 
neighbor’s poultry house or yards— 
and don’t allow your visitors to visit 
yours. Feed trucks, feed sacks, poul- 
try crates, egg crates and otber 
poultry equipment are _ possible 
sources of infection and should be 
thoroughly disinfected at all times. 
Under -no consideration bring birds 
onto your premses, An effort is being 
made to confine the present outbreak 
to the one area. You co-operation in 
following these simple practices will 
not only help to prevent wide spread 
of the disease but may result in keep- 
ing your own flock free from harm.

Neither can 
ever be recovered. 

But that is not all. There are sad 
stories of the destruction of wild life. 
The blue grouse and the black-tailed 


deer are said to have suffered badly. | 


The grouse chicks were not long out 
of the shells and the parent birds 
would not leave them. So, whole 
families perished. The deer were just 
dropping their fawns and the new- 
born little animals could not flee the 
flames. Thousands of skeletons tell 
the dismal tale, 

But that is not all, either. In addi- 
tion to the mature forest, areas of 
young forest were destroyed. That 
cuts into future wealth. Worse than 
that, a lot of the soil has been burn- 
ed up. What was life-giving humus 
recently, is ashes now. There are no 
root fibres to hold it in place and the 
winds and the rains will carry it off. 

Any tree seeds that were in the 
ground have been burned, It is much 
more difficult to create a new forest 
after a forest fire than after a log- 
ging operation. > ‘ 

There are other losses, too. The 
Campbell river area is a centre of 
power for much of Vancouver Island, 
The power depends on water and the 
water from the winter 'sbnows and 
rains seeps slowly down through the 
spongy forest cover into the streams 
and lakes, With the forest cover 
gone, the-water will not be held. It 
will come in freshets and floods, and 
much of it will be lost, 

The forest acts as a natural reser- 
voir. It holds the water until it is 
needed. If the forest is destroyed), 
man-made reservoirs will have to be 
created to replace it and the cost 
will run into millions. 

There are fish in'the rivers of the 
burned-over areas, too, Salmon and 
steel-head spawn there on the beds 
which have been biilt up over many 
years by the even flow of the 
streams. The floods ahd the freshets 
will destroy these beds, or flush the 
Spawn down to;the sea where it will 
die in the saft waiter or be gobbled 
up by marine life. This means that

Tourist Record 
Estimate of $25,000,000 Will 
Be Spent in Province 

WINNIPEG. — Tourists are enter- 
ing Manitoba at an “all-time record 
breaking” rate, Hon. J. 8S. McDiar- 
mid, minister of industry and com- 
merce said, 

He estimated vacationists will 
spend $25,000,000 in the province this 
year, exceeding totals for previous 
years. 

In the first six months of 1951 a 
total of 31,000 short-term vehicle per- 
mits were issued compared with 18,- 
000 in 1956, 24,000 in 1949. Totals 
in other categories also were up. 

Ports showing the greatest per- 
centage increase in tourist entries 
were Piney, up 516 per cent.; South 
Junction, 197 per cent., and Emerson, 
102 per cent, 

R.. E. Grose, assistant deputy min- 
ister of the industry and commerce 
department, said a recent survey con- 
ducted by his office indicated tourist 
shopping got-off to a slow start in 
the Winnipeg and Brandon areas, 

However, leading retail stores be- 
lieve tourist sales will increase rapid- 
ly in the next few weeks and will 
“decidedly” exceed last year’s total. 


Nothing Wasted In 
Modern Paper Mill 


DRYDEN, Ont.—There's practical- 
ly no useless material in a modern 
paper mill, 

On the Wabigoon river\ here, site 
of the Dryden Paper Compaay mill, 
are 25 houseboats built of scrap 
lumber from the paper company. 

Dryden's Memorial Arena _ uses 
sawdust from the company as a base 
for the ice. The diving tower of the 
municipal swimming pool was built 
with lumber from the mill. 

It’s all part of the plan known as 
integrated forestry operations, which 
means that nothing goes to waste. 

Every paper and lumber company 
in Ontario today aims at 100 per 
cent, utilization of the products of 
the forests. The local mill, situated 
about halfway between the lakehead 
and Winnipeg, is in a good spot to 
market its mill waste and by-pro- 
ducts, 

Railroad ties, eight feet long sev- 
en inches thick and nine inches wide 
are produced at the company’s saw- 
mills, To make the tie a round saw- 
log 10 inches thick must be used, 
with lots of sawdust and slab left 
over, 

The sawdust is used for everything 
from packing ice to insulating houses.

' Early farmers, who ventured into 
the area failed because of their 
methods and becacuse they farmed 
on too sma!l an acreage, he believes. 

Lassiter’s method is best explained 
by reviewing the manner in which he 
prepared the land and planted this 
year's crop.

Lassiter said he used the new

Artificial 
Respiration 
Is Urged 


Alarmed at the number of 
drownings in which artificial 
respiration has been inadequate, 
Dr. Gordon Bates, director of the 
Health League of Canada, is- 
sued’a plea that it be continued 
for hours — until success is 
achieved or rigor mortis sets in. 

Dr. Bates repeated advice he made 
eight years ago on a radio broad- 
cast but which, he said, people seem 
to have forgotten. 

He warned first that carelessness 
is largely responsible for the drown- 
ings of 1,000 peop'e a year in Can- 
ada. Don’t take a chance, he said. 
When a case of apparent drowning 
occurs, prolonged artificial respir- 
ation is essential. 

“The first thing I urged is to for- 
get the persistent and ill-founded idea 
that artificial respiration is useless if 
a drowning victim has been under 
water for more than a few minutes,” 
Dr. Bates said. “This is widely be- 
lieved and it is not true.” 

The health officer cited examples 
of apparent victims who had been 
under water for up to half an hour 
but were revived after prolonged 
respiration, 

In giving respiration, he added, it 
should be made certain that the vic- 
tim's tongue is well out and that 
there is no obstruction in his mouth 
or throat, He should be laid prone on 
his face on a hard surface, his head 
turned to one side and resting on 
one arm, 

For exact details of the Schaefer 
method of artificial respiration, he 
said, those interested should apply to 
one of the several societies interest- 
ed, including the St. John Ambulance 
Association, the Royal Lifesaving So- 
ciety or the Health League. 


His methods may be un- 
orthodox but they are scientific.
